1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. Authorization for this examiner's amendment to the claims was given in a telephone 
interview with Michael Moffatt (39,304) on October 12, 2004. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claims : CLAIM 14, LINE 2: changed "locus of position data" to 

-positional data-; 
CLAIM 15, LINE 2: changed "locus of position data" to

4. The changes made to the claims correct antecedent problems. The change to the 
Continuation data was made because the related application has been allowed, but has not yet 
issued. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-17 and 21-23 are distinguishable over the prior art. As per claim 9, the prior 
art of record does not show or reasonably suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
subject matter, a GPS navigation apparatus which includes a route conversion selector for 
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selecting a conversion type from among a plurality of conversion types (i.e., time series or 
shortest route) and converting a selected locus of tracking points into a new route whereby the 
new route is dependent on the conversion type, and a position data extractor for automatically 
extracting those data from the selected locus of tracking points designated by the selected 
conversion type and creating the new route. Dependent claims 10-17 and 21-23 are 
distinguishable for at least the same reasons.
